In 1966 at the age of 13, I bought a 1938 Buick Mode£ 91 Limited 6 passenger touring 
car out of a fanmen's field for $20.00. This can, at the time, was 99% complete, but 
needed a total restoration. The engine had 64,000 mikes on it, but was frozen solid. 


This can, one of 437 built in 1938, was purchased in Rochester, New York in 1946 where 
4t was used as a Taxi Cab during World War II. It served as general transportation un- 
tif 1957 when it was retined to a field after passing thu ee OUnenrs. 


It can be easily seen that,"13 year olds rush in where even fools fear to tread". 
Today, I would never even consider tackLing a restoration project of this magnitude, 
but with the unlimited confidence of youth, I sent the car to a Local garage in 1967 
to begin its restoration. 


The engine was totally nebuilt from the crank up in 1967 and work was begun on the body. 
The car was partially dismantled when it became necess to m-ve it from the body shop. 
So, bushel baskets full of parts under each arm, I had the car towed to a Local B.0.C.E.S. 
school where further dismantling took place over the next few yearns. 


The car was used as a work project for the students at the schoo£ and some body work was 
done on it as well as a Lacquer paint job. In 1976 I again towed the car home, with mone 
bushel baskets of parts, but unfonrtuneately, not quite as many as what I had started 
out with in 1966. A number of trim and interior parts had been Lost on misplaced over 
the years, so the completion of the car wilk be more difficult because of the missing 
pants that must be Located to finiah the job. 


I took a fresh Look at the car Last fall and decided to either sell it on finish it. Not 
surprizingly, everyone T approached about the car said it was a very desinable car, but 
not to them in the dismantled condition it was in. With my already narrow options further 
neduced, I had no choice but to finish the car. 


At this point, I have all the glass and the new rubber channeling to go with it, with the 
exception of new rubber for the near quarter split window vents. The rubber is not avail- 
able from Lynn H. Steel Rubber, where I got the nest of the channeling for the car. 1f 
anyone knows of a source for this particular rubber on has a pattern, I would appreciate 
knowing of 4t. I also need a pattern of the gasket shape fon the fixed portion of the 
same window. 


I have begun stripping the maroon Lacquer paint off the body and want to repaint the car 
dn a two-tone colon scheme of tan and brown. The priginal paint was scratched and uneven 
dn places when the B.0.C.E.S. schoo had painted it previously. 1 am also planning to 
Anstall a tan Leather interion in the car and have the sister of a friend who will do 
the seats fon $450.00 complete with material and Labor. 


T would Like to modify the car from 4 viginak ban in the back of the f<nont seat to 
one with jump seats and could use some es of what this option Looks Like in an 
original car. 14 anyone has any extra photos 1 would be happy to purchase them. If any- 
one has successfully completed this alteration, I would appreciate talking with them.

Pin replacement on 37/38 Buick 40 series Spindles can sometimes be a problem. The threads 

in the spindle are usually worn. Through cross-checking the Thompson parts and measwring 

I found that the 49-53 Lincofn Mercury Lower Outer Pin Kits have the same Size pin, but 

the outside adjusting nut is nearky 1/16" Larger diameter. 1% you have your Spindle support 
machined out (I used a Rod Boaring Machine) you can install the Lincofn part with good re- 
sults, The outside nut on the Lincoln part 4s not threaded so a tight fit is necessary. It 
44 also important to center the nut in the spindle support. IT prefer to tack weld the nut in, 
but Lock Tight should do the job. The Upper Pins ane very hard to find as well. 36 thru 39 
access Outer Pins are the same, butio 48 to machine a groove for the Lock bolt in the 
end nuts. Phy
